THE INDUSTRIAL CRC8AD.E. 


Nearly eight hundred years ago an 


obscure man, who became known as 
Peter the Hermit, inaugurated a move- 
ment among the people to rescue the 
holy sepulchre at Jerusalem from the 
infidels. He 
went 
through Italy, 


France and Germany inciting the 
people to march to Palestine and drive 
oat the Saracens. He preached with 
such effect that all other business wan 
neglected, aud in 1096 several large 
bodies of the rabble, without money 
and without organization, set out for 
the Holy Land under the leadership of 
the Hermu, Walter the Penniless, 
Gottscbalk and others, and were des- 
troyed by the Bulgarians, Hungarians 
and Turks. Eminent princes subse- 
quently engaged in the enterprise and 
for 177 years war was waged by the 
Christians against the Saracens with- 
out success. In one of these crusades 
80,000 boys engaged, and those who 
were not shiprecked were sold into 
sla/cry by the Mohammedans. 


In 1859 John Brown entered upon a 


crusade to 
free 
the slaves. With 


twenty-two men, seventeen of whom 
were white, he captured the United 
States arsenal at Harper's Ferry, where 
were usually stored from 100,000 to 
200,000 stand of arms, with which he 
expected to arm the slaves. Ha enter- 
ed the village of Harper's Ferry on 
Sunday night, October 16,extinguished 
the lights ia the streets, took posses- 
sion of the arsenal, made prisoners of 
the few men who guarded it, entered 
the houses of several citizens, impris- 
oned the owners in the arsenal and 
freed their slaves. The next day mil- 
itia marched into the town and Brown 


. and his followers were beseiged in the 


arsenal until the arrival of a body of 
United States marines with artillery, 
and after a severe fight in which stv- 
eral lives were lost, Brown was taken 
prisoner. 


Now, 
what is called the "Army of the 


Common weal" is being organized by 
"General" Coxey for a crusade to 
Washington. Thousands of men, some 
of whom have been unable to find em- 
ploymeut and many of whom, accord- 
ing to report, do not want employment 
are endeavoring to reach Washington 
from various parts of the country. 
What they expect to accomplish by this 
crusade is not definitely known, even 
by the leaders of the movement. Con- 
gress caunot render them any direct 
assistance except possibly to furnish 
them food for a short time. They can- 
not remain permanently at the Capital 
and they will probably experience as 
much difficulty in getting away from 
there as they do in getting there. The 
rraze seems to be contagious, however, 
find in many instances men who wore 
bipploved and for the time making at 
le.i-l a lining have joined the army. 
As the men commit no overt act the 
authorities cannot 
treat 
them as 


criminals and almost every commuu'ty 
in winch they are organized endeavors 
to get rid of them in the easiest way 
possible. The regiment which organized 
in San Francisco was provided with 
means to get to Oakland. At Oakland 
provision was made for forwarding the 
regiment to Sacramento, from which 
place it was sent to Ogden. The Utah 
authorities met the men at Ogden with 
an nrmed force, but supplied them 
with provisions pending negotiations 
for forwarding them over the Union 
Pacific or compelling the Central Pa- 
cific to take them back to California. 


In Reno a detachment was being 


organized by Captains White and 
Hubert. The citizens supplied them 
with provisions, but intimated that 
they must leave town or disband. The 
leaders left, but their followers could 
not, or at least did not, get away yes- 
terday, though they attempted to do so 
iu a body, and, as they are not likely 
to bo reinforced here, they will be com- 
pelled to disperse and get out of the 
Stats singly or ia small mi.11 bars as 
they came iuto it. 


This is an unfortunate condition of 


affairs, but no immediate remedy has 
bden proposed and none seems to be 
available. The leaders are determined 
to muster a force at Wasnington, and 
probably would not work if they had 
opportunity. If they are stopped by 
the authorities they must be fed, and 
as they are unarmed and generally 
peaceable they cannot be treated like 
an invading army and shot down.

by turning the State over to Wall 
Street. Though the task is herculean, 
Mr. Mills, it seems, has no difficulty in 
getting a pygmy to undertake to accom- 
plish it for coin.

dozen interviews with Mrs. Blackburn, 
a woman high in the standing of her 
State, who must have won the admira- 
tion of every mother's son in this box, 
he told to her and carried on a com- 
plicated lie."

It TFnils to Get Away on tl»e Car* and 


Will Disperse. 


The Industrial Army stayed up all 


Monday night waiting for an opportun- 
ity to board an east bound train. 


The two officers, White and Hubert, 


who had been ordered to leave town 
befor 12 o'clock yesterday, left for 
Wadsworth where they declared they 
would await the coming of the army. 


The army yesterday morning boarded 


three freight cars on the second section 
of the passenger train which were 
filled with fresh fruit. About 65 men 
clambered up on top while the train 
was waiting and held the fort. 


Supt. Whited telegraphed to break 


the train and switch the fruit cars off. 
The train was uncoupled and after side 
tracking the ears near the cattle cor- 
rals, the passenger train backed up 
and ran through the town at the rate 
of about 50 miles an hour. 


About an hour Uter a freight train 


arrived and executed a number of ma- 
neuvres to induce the army to leave 
*he fruit cars and get on the train, bat 
they were too sharp and kept their 
places. 
After waiting about three- 


quarters of an hour the engine backed 
up and coupled on the cars. The men 
kept their places and expected they 
would be taken out, but such was not 
the railroad company's intention. 


Agent Field asked the Sheriff to re- 


move them and Mr 
Caughlin com- 


manded them to get off the cars which 
they refused. 
District Attorney Cur- 


ler then swore out a warrant for the 
arrest of the leader on a charge of 1 Jad- 
ing a riot. 
He gave the name of M. 


Gorman and says he is from San Fran- 
cisco. HJ was followed over to the 
jail by all of the army except about 
seven who stuck to the cars and went 
out with the train. 


The army when it arrived at the 


Court-house was ordered to disperse 
by the Sherifl, who told their leader, 
second in command, that he would be 
held in strict account for any overt act 
committed by the army or its members. 
The leader said the army was one of 
peace and had no intention of breaking 
any of the city ordinances. That they 
were hungry and if the town would give 
;hem something to eat they would dis- 
perse this morning. 


They marched down near the cattle 


oridge where provisions enough to last 
them two days were sent. 


Preservation of dame In National Parks. 


The California Academy of Sciences 


has taken strong grounds against th e 
destruction of game in National parks, 
A circular issued by the Academy says 
the only herd of buffalo in the Yellow- 
stone National Park, and the only 
colony of beavers in the same park, 
have been wantonly destroyed by hun- 
ters. The destruction of these and 
many other of our large and interest- 
ing animals is not only a loss to science 
and education, but it will be felt as a 
matter of regret that the game which 
is so desirable to preserve in our pub- 
lic and Government parka has not been 
protected, so that from these stocks 
distribution may be made in future 
time. The Academy of Sciences there- 
fore most earnestly and respectfully 
recommends that the Government con- 
siders the propriety of placing all Na- 
tional parks under the immediate care, 
control and management of the Mili- 
tary Department of the Government, 
subject to such rules and regulations 
as may from time to time be deemed 
advisable and issued by the Secretary 
of War, to the end and purpose that
